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Council delays action — 





On city parks study

Upland City Council Monday night 
delayed acting on a Planning 
Commission recommendation for a 
Study of Upland’s park system. 

Councilman Hal Bailin noted the 
study is not urgent since the 
planning staff is too busy to work on 
it and suggested the council delay a 
decision until all members have had 
a chance to review the proposal. 

Planning Director Bill Young said 
the study recommendation had been 
sparked by a recent general plan 
amendment which removed several 
park site designations from the 
northwest section of Upland. 

The city presently designates 
areas on the general plan where 
parks are appropriate, but the city 
has no way to reserve those 
designated sites, Young said. 

The recent general plan 
amendment illustrates the effect of 
the city’s inability to reserve sites. 
Young said the park designations 
were removed from the general plan 
because the sites are already 
developed with houses. 

“Little by little development has 
squeezed out park sites,’’ he said 
and noted the city must actually 
purchase a site in order to reserve it 
under the present. system. 

The newly enacted state Quimby 
Act would allow cities to reserve a 
site for a park or other public use 
when aubdivision map is filed with 


the city. The city must purchase the 
land by the time the subdivision map 
is officially recorded of the 
developer can go ahead with 
planned development. 

The Quimby Act provides that the 
city can purchase the site at market 
value at the time the subdivision 
was filed, allowing a potential 
savings over the market value at 
time of final recordation and actual 
purchase. 

Young said the city should review 
its park designation policy in view of 
the options allowed by the Quimby 
Act, but he agreed with 
Councilwoman Ina Petokas that 
potential park cost savings would 
not be as great when development is 
fast and official recordation is 
completed rapidly. 

He also noted the difficulty of 
designating park sites in the rapidly 
developing northwest section 
preliminary evidence shows that 
small neighborhood parks do not 
receive much use in areas where 
homes have larger yards. 


With the two new circumstances, 
the Planning Commission felt the 
need for the city to redefine its 
policy on designating park sites, 
Young said. 

Planning commissioners also 
noted concern that park 
development fees charged for new 
home construction are inadequate 


Volunteers sought for 
Companion Program 


The Senior Companion Program, 
an 18month pilot project matching 
senior citizen volunteers with dis- 
abled clients in the West End, has 
opened a drive for limited-income 
volunteers 60 years and olders. 

In exchange for the care and com- 
panionship they offer their clients, 
volunteers will each receive a $1.60 - 
an - hour stipend, transportation, 
and one meal a day, according to 
Senior Companion Program direc- 
tor Barbara Brown. 

Working on a one - to - one basis, 
the Senior Companions are expected 
to eventually assist more than 180 
residents who have mental or 


physical developmental disabilities, 
including mental retardation, 
cerebral palsy and epilepsy. 

Each Senior Companion will serve 
20 hours a week, providing reading, 
letter writing and shopping 
assistance. 

Ms. Brown said the new program 
should provide socially isolated 
clients with outside contact, ending 
their isolation. 

Volunteer information and 
applications are available by calling 
(714) 383-5100. A two-week training 
period matching the first group of 
volunteers and their clients began 
Jan. 3. 


for development of parks to meet 
the needs of the population 
generated by the development. 

In suggesting the council delay 
acting on the park study 
recommendation, Bailin noted the 
two-member planning staff is 
involved in several planning studies 
as well as continuing work to deal 
with the heavy development in 
Upland. 

Since the staff would not be able to 
Start the park study until other 
Studies are finished, he said the 
council’s delay would not create any 
problem. 

Also Monday night the council 
officially passed a resolution 
increasing water rates some 25 per 
cent for both business and 
residential users. 

The rate hike will not affect 
minimal single-family water users 
who will receive 500 cubic feet of 
water for $2.50. The ‘‘lifeline’’ 
concept was introcuted to aid senior 
citizens and other low-income 
residents. 

The city will convert the new 
rates in January and February. 

In other action Monday night the 
council: 

— Agreed to ask the San 
Bernardino County Planning 
Department to require Upland’s 
development standards in county 
areas which are expected to become 
part of the city eventually. 

— Approved an allocation of $3,500 
tor designing a traffic signal 
program {vr San Antonio Avenue 
north of Foothill Boulevard. The 
council previously had allocated 
$2,500 for design. Total project cost 
is estimated at $9,000. 

— Requested the Planning 
Commission to consider proper 
zoning for undeveloped property 
southeast of Memorial Park and 
Foothill Boulevard. The area is 
presently zoned for commercial and 
single-family residential uses. 

— Accepted a petition from 30 
residents who requested alteration 
of an Omnitrans bus route to serve 
their neighborhood northwest of 
Mountain Avenue and Seventh 
Street. 

City Manager Lee Travers 
reported he has recommended the 
change to Omnitrans and expects it 
will be approved.

Empty market home for gymnasts

An empty super market on Third 
Street is the setting for back flips, 
front flips, cartwheels and other 
maneuvers of Upland Recreation 
Department gymnastics students. 

Gymnastics classes are the first 
to move into the barn-like structure 
which will eventually house senior 
citizen programs and other recrea- 
tion activities. 

The city is purchasing the super 
market with $150,000 of federal 
Housing and Community Develop- 
ment Act funds and expects to com- 
plete escrow in early February. 

But it will be considerably longer 
before the new recreation center is 
ready for regular use. according to

Administrative Assistant Mike 
Matlock. 

The major delay is funding, with 
the remainder of the federal funds 
— some $37,000 -— going for installa- 
tion of restrooms and for design 
plans. 

Architect Dan L. Rowland is ex- 
pected to present preliminary plans 
for building development at the 
regular meeting of the Recreation 
Committee 8 p.m. Jan. 19. 

Although some City Council 
members had balked at paying an 
architect $7,000 for designs for in- 
terior rehabilitation, city staff 
members noted the importance of 
professional designs.

titions could create a drafty, noisy 
building, Matlock said and noted 
professional plans are especially 
important because much of the ac- 
tual renovation may be done by 
volunteers. 

The city originally had applied for 
and recieved two years’ funding for 
a senior citizen center in the empty 
post office, but the high cost of the 
building convinced the city staff to 
shift the project to the market 
building. 

The original grant is not expected 
to cover costs of purchasing and 
renovating the market because it is 
larger than the post office., 

Upland could apply for funding un- 
der the fourth, fifth, or sixth years 






of the federal act, but Congress has 
not yet approved continuation of the 
funding and the City Council has not 
yet decided whether to participate 
beyond the ‘third year of funding. 

Councilwoman Ina Petokas, in 
particular, has been concerned 
about accepting federal funds which 
come with strings attached and may 
commit the city to spending ad- 
ditional funds. 


In the present situation of inade- 


’ quate funding, rehabilitation of the 


center will depend on support by 
Upland residents and volunteer 
work by service groups, Matlock 
commented. 


In addition to reviewing architec- - 


tural plans Jan. 19, the Recreation 
Committee will review programs 
proposed for the center. 


With the larger building and ex- 
pansion from a senior citizen center 
to a general recreation center, 
Matlock said coordination of 
programs will be required to ensure 
maximum use of the center. 


The shift from a senior citizen 
center to a general recreation facili- 
ty was caused partly by federal 
guidelines which prohibit restricting 
use of the center to any one group. 

In addition, Matlock said, the 
senior citizen programs will not fill 
the large building and ‘‘a half-used 
facility doesn’t make sense.”’ 

Introduction of fee programs — 
such as the gymnastics classes — 
will make operation of the center 
more economical, he said and noted 
fee programs will help pay for elec- 
tricity and building maintenance. 

Most senior citizen programs are 
free or low-cost and could not pay 
for operation and maintenance of a 
center. 

Senior programs being considered 
for the center include Fun After Fif- 
ty Club (which meets at the crowded 
Magnolia Park center), American 
Association for Retired Persons 
(AARP), counseling and referral 
services, and a federaily funded 
nutrition program, which would 
provide hot lunches on weekdays. 

Other sections of the facility will 
be partitioned to provide classrooms 
for some recreation classes which 
have previously been held at the 
Recreation Department office. 
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Pomona Valley Air Fair 10 a.m. - 4 p.m. Saturday 

and Sunday at Cable Airport, Upland. The air fair 
also will include stationary and flying displays of 
modern, antique and experimental airplanes, 
Sailplanes, motor glider, gyrocopter and 
parachute jumping. Introductory airplane and 
balloon rides will also be sold. Admission to the 
fair is free.

Disputes shake supervisors

The year 1976 came in like a lamb 
for the San Bernardino County 
Board of Supervisors. It didn’t 
remain that way. By mid— 
summer, county residents were 
roaring like lions over a 40 per cent 
pay raise the supervisors gave 
themselves. 

The pay raise controversy 
triggered a chain of events that 
made 1976 perhaps the most 
contentious year in recent history 
for the board of supervisors. 

The pay raise issue was the 


catalyst for a movement to recall 
long-time Ontario Supervisor Daniel 
Mikesell. The recall movement 
obtained more than enough 
signatures to force a special 
election, but Mikesell, citing ill 
health, resigned in late September 
before the recall election could 
come about. 

“T hate to leave. I don’t want to 
leave,’’ Mikesell said at a 
retirement ceremony. ‘‘I don’t want 
to resign — period. I would rather 
have taken a shot out there (the 
recall) and continued on.”’ 


Upland’s Gibson 
retires at Kaiser 


After 15 years as superintendent 
of plant protection at Kaiser Steel 
Corp. in Fontana, George M. Gibson 
will retire and in effect, he 
will become a full-time mayor of 
Upland 

The 65-year-old Gibson has headed 
a staff of 10 supervisors and 175 
employes. Among other things, he 
has been responsible for plant 
security, fire protection and 
medical emergencies. 

Gibson joined Kaiser Steel Corp. 
in 1961, just after his retirement as a 
special agent for the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. From 1947 
to 1961, Gibson was the FBI agent 
assigned to San Bernardino County. 

Gibson said his work at Kaiser 
Steel Corp. has been interesting, 
especially in observing the plant’s 


mixed feelings about his retirement. 
However, with his retirement, 
Gibson said, he’ll be available at 
city hall more often to listen to 
citizens’ comments in person, 
rather than on the telephone. 
Gibson was first elected to the 
Upland City Council in 1964 and is 
serving his fourth four-year term. 


AS a mayor who now can 
represent the city on a full-time 
basis, Gibson said, he will be able to 
attend more governmental meetings 
rather than just read accounts of 
what happened at them. 

Like Mayor Pro Tem John 
McCarthy, a retired Upland police 
captain, Gibson said he will thus be 
able to follow the development of 
major public issues more closely 


After nearly a month’s hiatus 
when the second supervisorial 
district was without a supervisor, 
the remaining four supervisors 
selected Upland Realtor Joe 
Kamansky from a field of 30 
applicants to fill Mikesell’s post 

There were murmurs of criticism 
after the appointment of Kamansky, 
because of his real estate 
background. Mikesell, the target of 
a recall, had been a Realtor, too. 

Citizen groups that wanted to 
retard growth in Alta Loma and 
Cucamonga, groups whose 
members were involved in the 
Mikesell recall, were disturbed by 
the prospect of having a supervisor 
who might be pro-development 
because of his real estate ties. 

However, during his short tenure 
in office in 1976, Kamansky 
supported a moratorium on new 
residential tract filings in the 
foothill communities. 

Besides the recall movement, the 
40 per cent pay raise generated a 
county-wide referendum effort to 
rescind the pay raise. Ironically, it 
was Mikesell who first suggested 
the idea of a referendum on the pay 
raise. 

The citizens’ referendum group by 
early October had collected the 
nearly 24,000 signatures needed to 
place the pay raise issue on the 
ballot. But on Oct. 4, the supervisors 
bowed to public pressure and 
rescinded the $8,566 salary increase 
in favor of a more modest 5 per cent 
pay boost. 

The pay raise controversy and the 
subsequent recall and referendum 
movements represented a political 


been seen in San Bernardino County 
in recent years. 

Prior to being embroiled in the 
pay raise controversy, the 
supervisors had to dea] with what 
had been anticipated as the county’s 
most severe budget crisis in 
decades. 

Inflation, increasing services and 
salaries bloated the county’s 
proposed budget to $270 million, up 
about $35 million from the year 
before without a corresponding 
increase in revenues. For most of 
the year, the supervisors expected 
to have to eliminate some 300 jobs 
from the county payroll. 

County employes had been asked 
to take four days off without pay in 
an attempt by the county 
administration to minimize layoffs. 
Employe groups battled a 
mandatory leave without pay 
program, and the supervisors finally 
backed down when they were 
threatened with litigation over the 
program. 

In the end, extensive budget cuts 
and layoffs were not necessary 
because of a $4.5 million ‘‘windfall’”’ 
in carryover funds from 1975-76. 

Because of the added revenues, 
the supervisors were able to 
maintain the county’s tax rate at $3. 
Still, 146 jobs, about 50 of them 
already vacant because of attrition 
and retirements, were cut from the 
budget. 

While the property tax rate was 
held at $3 for 1976-77, rising property 
tax assessments resulted in most 
West End residents paying higher 
property tax bills.

New laws change rules 
of road for bicyclists 


Bicycle laws were 
changed significantly by 
legislation which became 
effective Jan. 1, Capt. Jim 
Perkins, commander of the 
California Highway 
Patrol’s Ontario area, said 
this week. 

Among the new 
provisions: 

— Bicyclists must ride on 
a regular, permanent seat, 
and if'they carry someone, 
the passenger must have a 
separate seat. If the 


passenger weighs less than { 


40 pounds, the seat must 
incorporate restraints and 
protect the occupant from 
moving bicycle parts. 

— A right turn may be 
signalled by extending the 
right hand and arm 
horizontally in the direction 
of: the turn. It is still 
permissible to signal a right 
turn with the left hand and 
arm extended vertically. 

— Bicycles may not be 
parked or left on a sidewalk 
in a manner that blocks 
pedestrian traffic. 

— When identified bike 
lanes are available, 
bicyclists must use them 
whenever moving at a 
speed less than that of the

The Golden Period 
Of Whiplash Injuries

You must remember 
that a whiplash injury 
doesn't always manifest 
itself until 48 hours or 
more after an accident. 
Often a victim is ‘stunned’ 
right after an accident 
and doesn’t note any of 
the whiplash effects. 
However, after a night’s 
sleep, or even longer, he 
will usually experience a 
stiffness or soreness in the 
neck. This could be consi- 
dered a positive tip-off of 
a whiplash injury. 

Of course, the whiplash 
symptoms can be present 
right away. 

The prevalent symp- 
toms are the stiffness in 
the neck and headaches. 
There can also be nausea, 
blackouts, dizziness and 
visual disturbances. And, 
in better than 50 per cent 
of the cases there is low 
back pain. 

What is whiplash and 
what is its cause? 

Technically speaking, a 
whiplash neck injury is 
the involuntary thrust of 
the head and neck in any 
direction, and the result- 
ing elastic recoil of the 
head and neck in the op- 
posite direction, with in- 
jury to the surrounding 
and supporting tissues. 

The common causes 
are auio collision, a sud- 
den jerk of one or both 
arms, a violent blow in the 
head or chin, a reflex 
jerking of the head due to

force of gravity can be to- 
lerated. ._ 

jt also should be noted 
that the elasticity of the 
neck structures decreases 
with the advancing age. In 
general, the older the vic- 
tim the more likelihood of 
injury and disability 
through whiplash.

QUESTION: Can you tell me why the city requires the 
Architectural Commission to review and approve a sign 
that we would like to put up B.E.N. 

ANSWER: The purpose of the sign provisions of the 
zoning regulations are to safeguard and enhance proper- 
ty values; to protect public and private investment in 
buildings and open spaces; to preserve and improve the 
appearance of the city as a place in which to live and 
work, and as an attraction to non-residents who come to 
visit or trade; to encourage sound signing practices as an 
aid to business and for the information of the public but 
to prevent excessive and confusing sign displays; to 
reduce hazards to motorists and pedestrians: and to 
promote the public health, safety, and general welfare. 


QUESTION: The tree in front of our home is continual- 
ly dropping leaves. Can we remove the tree from the

ANSWER: Trees cannot be removed from parkways 
or parking strips, except on Euclid Avenue, without a 
required permit issued by the city manager.

Vanpool response 
surprises Caltrans 


Interest in privately 
owned and operated 
Vanpools has surprised 
California Department of 
Transportation officials in 
San Bernardino. 

Caltrans, working with 
Commuter Computer, 
launched an effort to get 
Inland Area commuters 
interested in Vanpooling in 
early December. The stated 
goal of the effort was to get 
10 demonstration Vanpools 
going. 

“Right now,” according 
to Eric Nelson, a Caltrans 
Transportation Planner, 
‘“‘we have more than 70 
people who are quite 
interested in operating a 
Vanpool.’’ 

“That doesn’t mean we’re 
looking at 70 Vanpools,” 
Nelson said. ‘‘First we have 
to see if there are enough 
commuters making a trip 


matching the operators to 
Support a Vanpool.”’ 

‘‘We’ve done preliminary 
searches for riders for most 
of the potential Vanpools, 
and so far it looks pretty 
good.” 

Anyone interested in 
being a Vanpool passenger 
or operator can contact 
operate a Vanpoo!l for 90% 
of ‘‘major loss’’ (up to 
$2,000) should it be 
necessary to resell the van 
in the first year. 

Commuter Computer is 
using its carpool matching 
facilities to line up potential 
passengers. 

‘We're also getting

In the past I had been asked regarding the computer 
for the stoplights on Mountain Avenue. I have additional 
information I thought might be of interest. 

The Mountain Avenue computerized signal system has 
been partially implemented with the signals north of 
Foothill synchronized using a very simple coordination 
program. Drivers using Mountain Avenue will be able to 
reduce stops at the intersections from 13th to 16th streets 
by making an effort to get into the green progression 
band. Once a car goes through the green phase on Moun- 
tain Avenue in this stretch and continues at a steady 30 
miles per hour, there is a high probability of falling 
within this green band and passing through most, if not 
all, of the sigtial lights. Because Mountain Avenue has 
been emphasized to promote a through band, the side 
streets and left turn movements will need to wait longer

Leukemia is a form of 
cancer found in both 
children and adults. 

It takes the lives of more 
children between the ages 
of 4 and 14 than any other 
disease, yet it kills more 
adults than children. Those 
over 40 years of age are 
afflicted most often, and 
twice aS many men as 
women are leukemia 
victims. 


The effectiveness of 
treatment, the length of 
survival and the future 
outlook are far more 
encouraging today than 
they were even one year 


ago. 

The blood-forming organs 
—the bone marrow, lymph 
nodes and spleen — of the 
leukemia victim’s body 
produce too many white 
cells (leukocytes), and just 
as in other types of cancers, 
the cells continue to divide 
beyond the body’s needs. 

Ordinarily, the bone 
marrow releases hundreds 
of millions of new, normal 
blood cells — white, red and 
plateiets — each day. 

When leukemia strikes, 
however, leukemic white 
cells fill the bone marrow, 


crowding out the production 
of normal white cells 
(needed to fight infection), 
platelets (which clot blood, 
preventing hemorrhage) 
and red blood cells (lack of 
these causes anemia). 
Leukemia, in fact, has 
been compared to 
crabgrass in a lawn. If the 
disease is left untreated, 
immature while blood cells 
(blasts) multiply until they 
eventually overtake normal 
blood-forming elements and 
accumulate throughout the 
body. This occurs in much 
the same way as crabgrass 
crowds out and destroys the 
healthy grass in a lawn. 
Although eventually 
victims will feel the effects 
of the runaway white cells, 
early signs of leukemia can 


DFG ecological study 
on at Big Bear Lake 


What makes a reservoir 
tick? 

The Department of Fish 
and Game is prepared to 
find out as it begins a three- 
year ecological study of Big 
Bear Lake, located at an 
elevation of 6,743 feet in the 
San Bernardino Mountains 
of Southern California. 

Information derived from 
the study may be of 
invaluable help in the 
management of other 
California reservoirs, 
according to Robert D. 
Montgomery, the 
department’s Southern 
California regional 
manager 

“This is more than a 
fisheries study or a water 
quality study;’’ 
Montgomery said, ‘‘this is 
an intensive look at the 
complicated relationships 
that make a reservoir tick. 
And this includes the 
terrestrial forms of life that 
are associated with the 
lake.”’ 

The quarter - million - 
doliar study is being 
financed by the Big Bear 
Municipal Water District, 
which is negotiating to 
purchase the lake from its 
present owner, the Bear 
Valley Mutual Water Co. 

Big Bear Lake, as we 
know it now, was created in 
1911 by construction of the 
existing dam across Bear 
Creek, a tributary of the 
Santa Ana River. 

The purpose was to 
provide a reliable source of 
irrigation water in the 
Redlands - San Bernardino 
area. The dam replaced a 
smaller dam built in the 
late 1800s. 

Since that time the level 
of the lake has fluctuated 
seasonally in response to 
demand for irrigation water 
in the valley below and the 
amount of snowfall 
received in the mountains. 

Big Bear Municipal 
Water District hopes to 
change all this. The plan is 
to stabilize the level of the 
lake and improve its 
recreational values. 

Downstream agricul- 
tural users would continue 
to receive water through 
purchases by the district 
from other sources, such 
as, for example, the State 
Water Project.

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district came to the 
Department of Fish and 
Game with the proposal 
that the department 
conduct a _ limnological 
study of Big Bear Lake. 
This meant a complete 
study of the physical, 
chemical and biological 
conditions. 

It was a 
opportunity. 

The district said it needed 
the information in order to 
intelligently manage the 
lake system and make wise 
decisions regarding 
dredgin-, contouring of the 
shoreline and weed control, 
all of which may be 
required to increase 
recreational opportunities 
at the lake. 

The department stood to 
gain a wealth of 
information in conducting 
the study, information that 
could be applied to 
reservoir management 
throughout the state. 

A three-year contract was 
signed Sept. 1 guaranteeing 
the department a maximum 
of $235,000 for personnel 
expenses. Additionally, 
$30,000 was allocated to set 
up a permanent laboratory 
at the lake. 

Three biologists have 
been assigned to the lake 
full-time. All are new 
positions in the department 
to be paid for under terms 
of the contract. 

Additionally a fourth 
biologist has been hired for 
regional duties in 
compensation for time to be 
devoted to supervision of 
the project by water quality 
biologist Perry Herrgesell 
of Long Beach. 

Herrgesell is enthusiastic 
about the opportunity to 
study the lake. 

‘‘We will get a 
tremendous amount of 
biological information 
about a man-made 
reservoir and insights into 
the sound management of 
reservoir systems,’ 
Herrgesell said. 

“Our job the first year 


unique 


will be to collect baseline 
information, such as algae 
production, zooplankton 
populations, the prevalence 
of bottom - dwelling 
organisms such as worms 
and midge larvae, the 
evalutaion of nutrients and 
a look at aquatic weed 
growth, now one of the 
reservoir’s more serious 
problems. 

‘During the second and 
third years we’ll study 
limnological relationships 
and their effects on the total 
ecological system. This will 
give us some of the answers 
to the possible effects of 
dredging and shoreline 
contouring, the building of 
lakeside homes, and the 
general problems of heavy 
recreational use. 

‘We will try to establish a 
nutrient budget for the lake 
so that sound decisions 
canbe made on weed and 
algae control, and we will 
look into the problems of 
fish distribution and 
production,’’ Herregesell 
said. 

At present the major 
species of fish in the lake 
are rainbow trout, channel 
catfish, largemouth bass 
and redear sunfish. 
Additionally, there is a very 
large population f goldfish. 

The lake is heavily fished 
during a good part of the 
year. Other activities 
include water-skiing and 
sailing. 

Big Bear Lake, at 
capacity, would have a 
surface area of 3,000 acres, 
a length of about six miles 
and an average width of 
about one mile. Average 
depth would be about 24 
feet. At present, however, 
the lake is quite low 
because of drought 
conditions the past two 
years. 

Recreational use of the 
lake has in the past been 
inhibited by large 
drawdowns, heavy weed 
growth and seasonal fish 
kills caused by eutrophic 
conditions. 


easily go unnoticed. 
Weakness, fatigue, signs of 
infection, bruising, 
uncontrolled bleeding and 
low blood count may all be 
warning signs of leukemia 
and warrant further 
investigation. 

Until the 1940s, a blood 
test was the only means of 
diagnosing leukemia . and 
unless the disease was in an 
advanced state, with 
leukemic cells present in 
huge numbers in the blood 
stream, detection was 
difficult. 

Today, however, a simple 
and harmless procedure 
called a bone marrow 
puncture enables a 
physician to detect the 
presence of leukemia in an 
earlier stage. 

Different types of 
leukemia are identified, 
which involves a type of 
white cell produced in the 
lymph nodes. The other is 
granolucytic leukemia, 
which affects the white 
cells that are formed in the 
bone marrow. 

Each type can occur in 
either an acute or chronic 
form. Acute leukemia 
accounts for more than half 
of the cases and can occur 
at any age, although it is 
most often seen in children. 
Without treatment, its 
course is rapid and the 
patient’s survival time is 
usually relatively short. 

Chronic leukemia, which 
sometimes converts to the 
acute form, occurs more 
frequently in adults. Its 
course is slower than acute 
leukemia and survival time 
is longer, sometimes as 
long as 10 to 20 years. 
Leukemia patients usually 
do not die of the disease but 
of its complications — 
hemorrhage and infection 

In both acute and chronic 
leukemia, certain drugs are 
able to return patients to an 
apparent state of normal 
health and prolong life far 
beyond the predictions of 20 
years ago. Because this 
change is only temporary, it 
is called a ‘‘remission.”’ 

Until these drugs become 
available in the 1950s, the 
median survival time for 
patients with acute 
lymphocytic leukemia was 
only three months from the 
date of diagnosis. Within 
five years, the use of two 
drugs, prednisone and 
methotrexate, extended the 
median survival times to 
about eight months. Now, a 
series of new drugs and 
therapy thechniques have 
increased the proportion of 
long-term survivors to a 
point where some centers 
that specialize in leukemia 
treatment expect that 50 
per cent of their patients 
will survive for five years. 
Experience suggests that 
early treatment gives the 
best promise for long 
remission. 

Although the cause of 
leukemia is not known, 
three possible causes are 
radiation, genetic factors 
and viruses. 

Leukemia seems to occur 
more often than normally 
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would be expected in 
persons who have been 
over-exposed to X rays; 
however, properly shielded 
and operated X-ray 
equipment minimizes the 
danger. $s 

There is some evidence 
that susceptibility to 
leukernia can be inherited, 
for there is no evidence that 
the disease is transmitted 
directly from mother to 
child. (For example: 
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Delicious hot cocoa instantly! 


Although only one of every 
2,880 children develops 
leukemia, if a child’s 
brother or sister has 
leukemia, that child’s 
chance of also develoing 
leukemia rises to one in 720. 
If one child in a family has 
leukemia, parents should be 
especially alert to watch 
the health of other other 
children. 

The third possible cause, 
viruses, is known to cause 
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leukemia in animals, and 
virus-like particles have 
sometimes been seen in the 
cells of human leukemia 
patients. Much resesarch is 
concentrated on 
determining if these are 
indeed viruses, and if they 
cause leukemia in humans. 
If they do, then it will be 
theoretically possible to 
create antileukemia 
vaccines. 

While progress against 
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leukemia has been rapid 
during the 20 years and 
reserach continued to 
unlock its mysteries, your 
best defense is to see your 
physician at the onset of 
early signs and symptoms. 
Even though leukemia 
cures are rare, prompt 
detection and proper 
treatment can prolong the 
patient’s active life for 
increasingly longer periods 
of time.

Safety: difficult choices

Is there an excuse for not 
saving 12,000 lives a year? 

Most people would 
immediately say ‘‘no,”’ if 
the question were put in 
that form. And yet every 
day, we all willingly take 
risks which we know can 
result in loss of life or other 
injury. 


It is uncomfortable to 
face this fact, so we tend to 
be a little hypocritical 
about it. We demand that all 
risk be eliminated as long 
as the visible cost to us is 
not high and we are not 
seriously inconvenienced. 


The highway death toll is 
probably the most familiar 
example of this attitude. 
Vehicular accidents now 
claim about 46,000 lives a 
year in this country. Most of 
those deaths would 
undoubtedly be eliminated 
if we proclaimed and 
enforced a nation-wide 
speed limit of 15 miles per 
hour. But very few of us 
would be willing to pay the 
price for such an extreme

life-saving measure. In 
fact, even buckling a seat 
belt is too much trouble for 
many. 


Because of the people 
who refuse to use seat belts, 
some safety experts have 
been demanding that auto 
manufacturers equip cars 
with protective devices 
which will operate without 
any effort on the part of the 
car’s occupants. The 
leading candidate is the air 
bag, a large balloon-like 
cushion that inflates rapidly 
in front of the front-seat 
passengers in case of a 
crash. 


Air bags are superior to 
three-point seat belts in 
some ways and inferior in 
others — provided, of 
course, that the seat belt is 
being worn. The bags are 
also much more costly than 
belts and tend to arouse 
anxieties about reliability. 


For these last two reasons, 
many people who do use 
their belts resent the 
thought of being forced to 
buy a protective device they 
don’t need or want merely 
to protect those who won’t

Unreimbursed medical 
expenses are generally 
deductible on your personal 
federal income tax form as 
an itemized deduction only 
to the extent they exceed 
three per cent of your 
adjusted gross income. 

Because of this 
limitation, you should 
consider timing your 
payments for medical 
expenses and if possible, 
arrange for needed 
additional medical services 
in order to maximize the 
allowable deduction for a 
particular year. 

For example, if your 
medical payments made to 
date approximate three per 
cent of your 1976 adjusted 
gross income, any

additional payments made 
during 1976 will be 
deductible in full. 

Accordingly, it may he 
beneficial tax-wise to 
complete by year-end any 
needed medical services 
such as dental and 
orthodontic work, a 
physical examination, an 
eye examination, etc., 
which you may have been 
postponing, and to pay all 
medical expenses which 
you have incurred by Dec. 
3l. 

On the other hand, if your 
anticipated total possible 
medical expenses for 1976 
are less than the three per 
cent limitation, consider 
postponing payment of 
medical bills until 1977. 

It should be noted that 
special limitations apply 
with respect to drugs.

It could not have been 
an easy decision. I admire 
the secretary for having the 
courage to make it. 


Trying to balance risk 
against such considerations 
as cost, convenience — and 
even freedom — can be 
agonizingly difficult. It is 
not enough simply to say: 
We will make everything as 
safe as possible. Even 
virtue has its excesses. 


Take convenience, for 
example. If safety devices 
become too much of a 
nuisance, users are 
encouraged to remove or 
otherwise defeat them. 


Or cost. First, there is the 
question of how much we 
are willing to pay, 
individually, for added 


safety features. Then there | 


is the question of how much 
it is wise for society to pay. 
We don’t have the resources 
to do everything desirable 
at once. The money that it 
takes to improve one 
product from 98 per cent 
safe to 99 per cent safe 
might be better invested in 
saving lives where the 
return is greater. 


Finally, there is 
innovation. Excessive 
safety precautions tend to 
discourage it. But 
innovations sometimes save 
lives. This problem is most 
clearly seen in the drug 
industry. The federal Food 
and Drug Administration

now requires such rigorous 
proof of safety that it takes 
years to bring a new drug to 
market. To the extent that 
these precautions prevent 
the introduction of bad 
drugs, lives may be saved. 
To the extent that they 
delay the introduction of 
good drugs, lives may be 
lost. The plusses and the 
minuses have to be taken 
together. 

Safety is understandably 
a highly emotional issue. 
The person who mumbles 
apologetically about 
tradeoffs and costs may 
come across as a villain, in 
contrast to the knight-in- 
shining-armor who makes 
sweeping demands for 
absolute safety at any 
price. 

But the safest thing to say 
is not always the wisest 
thing to do.

What do Tonto the cat 
(from the movie ‘‘Harry & 
Tonto’’), Elsa the lioness 
(from the television series 
“Born Free’’), and Alpha 
the dolphin (from the movie 
‘‘Day of the Dolphin’’) have 
in common? 

Aside‘from being in show 
business, they’re all past 
winners of the PATSY 
Award, the animal 
equivalent of an ‘“‘Oscar.” 

Now in their 25th year, 
the PATSY (for Picture 
Animal Top Star of the 
Year or Performing Animal 
Television Star of the Year) 
Awards were originated by 
the American Humane 
Association to highlight 
noteworthy performances 
by animals in motion 
pictures complying with the 
American Humane 
Association standards. 

The awards are designed 
to show that kind treatment 
and training of animals — 
whether Hollywood star or 
household pet — can 
produce the desired 
behavior just as efficiently 
as punishment or fear. 

The AHA has been 
interested in the use of 
animals in movies and 
television since 1939. That 
year they established a 
permanent Hollywood 
office in response to public 
outcry triggered by the 
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You and Your Pet 1

death and maiming of 
animals in the movie 
“Jesse James.” 

The next year the AHA 
arranged for members of 
the Motion Picture 
Association of America to 
consult AHA 
representatives on all film- 
making connected with 
animals, and for AHA 
supervision of animal 
action in films. The AHA 
succeeded in getting 
additions to the Motion 
Picture Production Code 
that prohibited use of props 
like the Running W, 
designed to produce a 
spectacular fall by tripping 
a horse at a full gallop. 

The American Humane 
Association atill monitors 
the entertainment industry, 
but it is a difficult task. 
Today’s filmmakers prefer 
on-location filming, making 
supervision extremely 
expensive for AHA. And in 
1966, the movie industry 
dropped the section of the 
Motion Picture Production 
Code dealing with the use of 
animals in films. With no 
code for guidance and a 
growing number of 
independent filmmakers, 
there are increasing 
opportunities for 
exploitation of animals in 
films. 

In an attempt to keep the 
public informed of animal 
misuse and abuse, the AHA 
publishes a montly list of 
films containing a 
ee amount of 
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our price $14. to $49.9 
reg. price 18.99-59.99 
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animal action. Films are 
identified as acceptable or 
unacceptable, depending on 
the treatment the animals 
received during filming. 

In acceptable westerns 
for instance, rearing horses 
must land solidly on the 
front feet, with no falling 
over backward. In scenes 
requiring horses or other 
animals to jump through 
windows, the panes must be 
a ‘‘candy’’ glass, 
surrounded by a breakaway 
frame. Such movie props, 
combined with special 
photography and use of 
trained animals, make 
cruelty to animals 
unnecessary for special 
effects. 

A wide variety of movies 
and television shows have 
won PATSY Awards. 
Winners have starred in 
westerns, nature films and 
even comedies like 
‘Breakfast at Tiffany’s,” a 
1962 film that featured a cat 
belonging to the character 
portrayed by Audrey 
Hepburn. 

Each year, first, second 
and third-place awards are 
presented for movies and 
television. Occasionally 
special awards also go to 
stars of commercials. 

The winner of the first 
PATSY Award in 1951 was 
Francis, the talking mule 
from the movie of the same 
name.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF SUPERVISORS OF THE COUNTY

The Board of Supervisors finds and determines that the 
unprecedented and unanticipated increase in developmental activity in that 
portion of the County known as the Tri-Community Area (generally Alta 
Loma, Cucamonga, and Etiwanda), as the boundaries are set forth in Local 
Agency Formation Commission Resolution No. 876, reflected in part by a 
458% increase in subdivision applications, has posed serious concerns as to 
whether providers of sanitary sewage treatment and water services have 
the capacity to provide such services for development already proposed as 
well as for future development. Adequate aseurance that sich services can 
and will be provided is vital to the health, safety, and well-being of the 
present and future residents of the area. In order that a concerted study 
can be done to provide definitive information on which to -base 
determinations as to whether developmental activity within the area shall 
be approved, delayed, or rejected, it is necessary that a moratorium be 
placed on the acceptance for filing of applications for developmental 
proposals and the processing of developmental applications currently on 
file. 

SECTION 2. On and after the operative time of this ordinance and until 
March 20, 1977, no applications for subdivisions, land divisions, zone 
changes, large scale housing, or mobilehome parks within the Tri- 
Community Area shall be accepted for filing. 

SECTION 3. Processing of all applications for subdivisions, land 
divisions, zone changes, and site approvals filed after December 6, 1976, 
which have not received final approval prior to the operative date of this 
ordinance shall be deferred until March 20, 1977. Applications filed from 
December 7, 1976, to the time this ordinance becomes operative shall 
receive first priority for processing when processing resumes. 

SECTION 4. Section 61.035(a)(1)(B) (IV) of the San Bernardino County 
Code is amended to read: 

61.035(a)(1)(B)(IV) Proposed method of sewage disposal. If by sewers,
